The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

- The Examiner found Applicant's arguments persuasive; therefore, it is 
considered that the references of the Prior Art of record fail to teach, or 
suggest any obvious combination of the limitations described in claims 
1, 9 and 32; particularly, (With respect to claim 1) wherein the airflow 
guide comprises an elongate elastomeric body forming a barrier 
surface that is non permeable to airflow along an elongate length of 
the elastomeric body to guide the airflow in a desired path; (With 
respect to claim 9) wherein the airflow guide comprises an 
elastomeric body forming a barrier surface in the fluid flow region that 
is non permeable to fluid flow along a length of the elastomeric body to 
guide the fluid flow in a desired path; and (With respect to claim 32) 
wherein the air flow guide is formed on the cover portion comprising an 
elongate elastomeric body including a raised body portion formed of an 
extruded elastomeric material having a surface contour formed by an 
outer surface of the extruded elastomeric material.
